cused were relused. 
The accused were not 


allowed an open trial, nor tbo services of a 
photographic reporter, nor counsel outside 
of the Slaisaohusetts Medical Society, nor 
the right to challenge any of the members 
of the Board of Trial for any reason. Of 


course the Board of Trial recomm«nded the 
expulsion of all the offenders. 
The clersy 


are not distinguished for their familiarity 
with the principles of common law and ec- 
clesiastical courts are not uncommonly dis- 
gracefully unjust; but certainly this mock 
court in Boston Is a atill more sad illustra- 
tion of bow illiberal members of a liberal 
profession may bo. 


TEMPERANCE 
LEGISLATION. 


The State ot Hew York has now the best 


temperance law that can be enacted, and 
the honor of it is due'not so much to the 
professed teetotalers, as to Gov. Dix. The 
temperance agitators are crazy en the sub- 
ject ot legislation. They waat touc hing, 
tasting and handling forbidden. 
They are 


not satisfied with any restriction or control 
of the rum traffic because they regard the 
use of alcoholic beverages of whatever 
strength, and in .whatever amount, as a 
crime against society, and a ain against 
Heaveu. 


Aad this is why this party is so unsuc- 


cessful in its efforts 
to enforce the laws 


whose passage it secures. 
A prohibitory 


law can be enforced in a little town when it 
is uo', needed, because nobody wants to gtt 
drunk, but it cannot lie enforced in the 
cities, which arc tbe places where it is es- 
pecially desirable.. The reason of this is 
that the majority of men can nev»r be con- 
Tinced that theie is anything wrong or in- 
jurious m an occasional glass^of whiskey. 
We do not say that this is right, but it is 
the fuel, aud if the temperance parties of 
Massachusetts and New York would pay 
more attentien to fact, and less to the wild 
theories that tbey dignify by the big name 
aamo ot "eternal principles",they would be 
more successful. 


But every man will acknowledge thai 


when *» drunken man sets fire to a house or 
kills his wife, that a crime has been com- 
mitted, and somebody should be held re- 
sponsible for it. A law, then, which pnn- 
lihes the sale or use of liquors appeals to ao 
public sentiment, and can nerer be en- 
forced, while a law that holds tho liquor 
teller responsible for crimes cnmmitled by 
his drunken patrons does accord with public 
sentiment, and can be eulorced. 
This Ian 


kas been adopted by tho States of Ohio, 
Indiana. Illinois, 
and Michigan, 
and has 


been thoroughly tested, and its 
efficiency 


proved. When the rum seller has no prop- 
erty damages can be collected from the 
owner of the saloon. 


This law has an admirable tendency in e 


goed many ways. It makes owners of real 
estate shy of letting places for liquor sa- 
loons ; it raises the rents and»thus'dimin- 
iihes the number of saloons. It makes sol- 
leri more cireful about selling liquor to a 
mtn who has already had enough, because 
the m»n who Btld or gave-the last glass is 
held responsible. It makes them carefu 
about telling to old topers who have lew 
»H control over themselves. 
Cases are on 


record if sots being reclaimed 
because n« 


rum seller in the place would sell them u 
fliH of spirits. It gives tho wives aud chil 
dreaof sou some sort ot compensation foi 
nbuJe and negltct. 


The law is In every respect »u admirable 


one, tnd we are confident that ftew York 
will find it as efficient a> have the western 
States that have tried it. Our sympathie; 
are entirely with the cause of temperance 
but we prefer practice to theory, and foi 
thut reason we prefer the New York law to 
the Massachusetts law,
